WEBB RUFP, o former managex of the Adrport, indorsod the statuments of Beb Coltharp,
adding that ho does net belleve that the Alrport will over be operated at a profit .
by the City, but, if for no other rcason, custom will require that 1t be operated
by tho City as a utility, and that is the way 4t will have to be operated to got
tho most benefit for the City, for the advanteges aceruing to the City are not
measured in dollars and cents: and that it is better to have mame operated by a
manager on a salary, under tho City Haneger, and not allow him to engnge in flying
for a living, "
